Labor came closest to defeat on 
a vote over plans for consulting 
unions in the nationalized in- 
dustry. tring at 309 votes with 
the combined opposition. and was 
Saved br the casting vote of the 
chairman. 

The labor party's one-vote 
majority in Commons had faii- 
ed to work because a Labor 
member became 111 in the 68. 
room and did not vote. 

In further Parliamentary chal- 
Jenges tonight, the government 
scored two single-vote majorities 
—one with the casling vote of 
the deputy speaker after a πὸ 
—on amendments to coutroversial 
legislation nationalizing the ship 
and aircraft building industries. 

The government cleared other 
voting hurdles by majorities 
ranging from 6 to 31, 

Commenting on last night's 
Labor defeat, Conservative leader 
Margaret Thatcher said that the 
government would soon have 
Do authority left, But Mr. 
Callaghan told his Cabinet that 
the government would carry on 
despite the defeat on the bill, 
and despite last week's by-elechon 
Josses that cut its effective Com- 
mons majority to one, 

In the Commons, hr said Parlia- 
ment had made nonsense of a 
bill aimed at giving work security 
to Britain’s docks. which bave a 
long history of industrial strife.

Sadat Announces Resumption 


Of Multiparty Political System 


CAIRO, Nov. 11 ONYT).—Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat announced to- 
night the reinstitution of 2 limit- 
ed version of the multiple political 
party system that was abolished 
in Egypt in 1953, shortly after the 
revolution headed first by Gen. 
Mohammed Naguib and then by 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

Mr, Sadat, in a speech to the 
National Assembly, said that 
three political “groupings” that 
competed in the recent parlia- 
Mentary election will now be 
called “political parties.” 

“We are starting out on @ new 
democratic experience,” he said, 
adding that the parties will be 
tree to conduct their activities 
with three limitations: They 
must respect “national unity,” 
they must not act as religious 
parties, and they must not seek 
to deprive Egyptian masses of the 
sceia] gains they won through the 
1952 revolution. 

The announcement was a major 
step in Mr. Sadat’s policy of grad- 
ually bringing limited democracy 
back to Egypt. 

The return of political parties 
to the Egyptian scene is thought 
highly significant even though τὸ 


is not yet clear whether the three 
parties will have much greater 
political freedom than the “group- 
ings.” 

In warning that the parties" 
organization and membership 
must not be based on religion. 
Mr, Sadat was understood to be

Arab Realignment Points to Talks’

CAIRO, Nov. 11 ONYT).—After 
months of political estrangement, 
Egypt, Syria and Saudi Arable 
have once again aligned their 
policies and agreed upon a joint 
Arab strategy aimed at negotiat- 
ing an overall setilement—in 
stages—of the conflict with Israci. 

This, in short, Arab diplomats 
say, is the meaning of the re- 
alignment that has taken place 
in the Arab world in recent weeks, 

The realignment started when 
the Saudi royal family imposed a 
cease-fire on the Syrians and 
Palestinians in Lebanon iast 
month and summoned Syrian, 
Egyptian and Palestinian leaders 
to Riyadh for the first of two 
meetings of Arab leaders. 

The Saudi-S yrian-Egyptian 
alignment dictated Arab strategy 


once before, during the months 


preceding and following the war 
in October, 1973. It fell apart 
when Egypt.and Syria reacted in 
sharply different ways to the 
shuttle diplomacy of Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger. 


Geneva or Elsewhere 


The revival of the alignment 
has implications for the Middle 
Bast peace situation. It means 
that sooner or later negotiations 
for an overall settlement may well 
get under way, elther in the 
Geneva peace conference that 
convened in 1973 or in some other 
forum. ᾿ 

‘The Western-oriented conserva- 
tives among the Arab govern- 
ments appear to have won out. 
The “progressive” leadership of 
President Hafez al-Assad of Syria 
has joined the Saudis and Egyp- 
tians and is moying away from 
Such radicals as Libya and Al- 
seria,

In Russia in 750s 
Laid to A-Reactor 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 11.—-US.

week that a major nuclear acci- 
.dent-in the Soviet ‘Union nearly 
two decades ago involved 5 
reactor that went out of control, 
not an explosion of atomic waste 
as an exiled Soviet scientist 
asserted last, week. 

Two intelligence sources told 
the Los Angelés Times indepen- 
dently that the mishap occurred 
in late 1957 or early 1958 and 
involved a plutontum production 
reactor at a Soviet nuclear weap- 
ons complez located several. bun- 
dred miles northeast of the Cas- 
pian Sea near the southernmost 
Ural mountains. 

One official said the accident, 
which intelligence agencies de- 
tected shortly after if occurred. 
was the only event in the history 
of the Soviet nuclear program 
that could be described as a 
“disaster.” - 

Dr. Zhores Medvedev. 2 dissl- 
dent Soviet scientist now living in 
exile in England, said a nuclear 
aceldent in 1958 had Klled hun 
dreds of persons and made thous- 
ands ΠῚ from radiation.

Envoy. at UN, Also Disclaims Annexation 


Turkey Denies Partition of Cyprus Is Goal 


UNITED NATIONS. Nor. 11 
(AP!—Turkish ambassador Iter 
Turkmen told the UN Genera] 
Assembly yesterday that his gov- 
ernment “dogs not entertain 
even the remotest notion of an- 
nexation or partition” of Cyprus. 

His statement in the debate on 
the Cyprus question countered 2 
‘charge that Turkey aimed io an- 
nex the northern part of Cyprus 
and later occupy the whole island. 


The charge was made at the 
opening of the debate Monday 
by Cypriot Minister John 
Christophides. whom Mr. Turk- 
Men kept calling “the Greek- 
Cypriot representative.” 

He dented Mr. Christophides's 
accusation that Turkey was 
bringing thousands of Tworts 
from the mainland to “colonize” 
the occupied zone in northern 
Cyprus. 

Mr. Turkmen said the “largest 
number of people” who had come 
to Cyprus since the Turkish in- 
vasion in July, 1974. consisted of 
Turkish Cypriots who had emi- 
grated to Turkey, Britain or other 
Commonwealth countries because 
of Greek-Cypriot “political, ad~ 
ministrative, social and economic 
pressures” and who now had a 
chance to lead a normal life on 
Cyprus. 

He said that “skilled techni- 
cians.and workers” had been im- 
ported from Turkey to meet im- 
mediate economic needs but this 
movement had stopped several 
months ago and most of them 
had returned to Turkey. 

Taking issue with Greek-Cyp- 
riot accounts of more than 
20,000 Greek-Cypriot refugees in 
Cyprus, Mr. Turkmen said, “The 
Greek-Cyprict attorney general, 
in his book entitled “The Legal 
Aspects of the Problem of Refu- 
gees in Cyprus,’ asserts that there 
cannot be more than 120,000 refu- 
gees in Cyprus.” 

Concerning Mr. Christophides's 
that 40000 Turkish 
troops were in Cyprus, Mr. Turk- 
men noted that Turkish Foreign 
Minister Ibsan Sabri Caglayangil 
bad told the assembly earlier 
during the general debate that 
12,000 Turkish troops had been 
withdrawn from the island.

He said Turkish Cypriots look-

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More Irrelevancy in the UN. 


The vote in the UN General Assembly on 
Tuesday attacking collaboration with South 
Africa was hard fought, It climaxed two 
weeks of debate by the representatives of 
the world at large and involved’ 10 resola- 
tions. Moreover, it dealt with a problem 
that ts dally becoming more acute—aspart- 
hheid in Sonth Africa. It has been pointed 
scthole matter. considering the world issues 
that have already become acute. was aston- 
Ishingly irrelevant. 

The objective of the debate and its en- 
miing resolutions was to attack Israel and 
the “imperialists” for their support of apart- 
held in South Africa. It has been pointed 
out, accurately, that Israel and the Western 
countries are by no means the only ones 
that trade with South Africa. And it can 
be pointed out that the really critical issue 
in that general area is Rhodesia’s future, 
which presently is obscured largely by 
quarrels among the black nationalists and 
their insistence on winning debating points 
rather than avoiding a devastating racial 
war. : 

In addition, much of the steam for the 
resolutions came from the Arab states. Since 
these states have only just succeeded in sus- 
pending their own rivalries long enough to 
back a Syrian spearhead into Lebanon to end 
or at least bring a truce of sorts in a com- 
plex intra-Arabd war. it may be questioned 
whether they are in a position to deliver 
high moral judgments regarding South 
Africa, And. too, the Arab relationship with 
black Africa has its own historic stains. But 
the Arab nations have been willing to use 
any pretext to belabor Israel in the UN, and 
the Israelis gave them an opportunity by 2 
rather blatant assertion of ties with the 
Vorster government. 

As for the Third World generaily, it likes 


to attack “imperialism”’—Western style, that 
is—and of course the Communist states can 
disregard the fact that Cuban troops with 
Soviet arms are trying to extinguish the last 
embers of non-Commaunist resistance in 
Angola, because that activity is, by their own 
definition, “liberationist™ not “imperialist.” 

But the main point of the Sonth African 
debate is that it will affect the course of 
events in Aftica only remotely; that it 
doesn’t deal with issues that can now be met 
and leaves many issues—closely related to 


the South African problem—dependent on™ 


the work of forces and agencies outside the 
international organization and this. unhap- 
pily, is characteristic of the way in which 
the UN operates. 

Tt has often been said that never was the 
world more interdependent, yet the means of 
making that interdependence work are un- 
available. This is not for lack of institutions 
—there are now more ‘agencies for global 
cooperation than at any time in human his- 
tory, ranging from common markets of 
various sorts in many places to the UN it~ 
self, which has both a charter responsibility 
and 2 number of experienced departments 
covering most areas of world difficulty. 

Bat human greed and human pride, old 
-hatreds and new fears, carry the UN—like so 
many other international associations— 
along lines that lead to conflict rather than 
collaboration. Each group of states, each 
band of ethnic aspirants, each established 
government and each faction that would like 
to be established—they 31} find it hard to 
work together, easy to brawi. The world’s 
difficulty Hes ποῦ: with its Institutions but 
with a human coridition that has. not yet 


succeeded in making them work effectively, .. ° 


equitably or even with reasonable common 
sense. 


Iceberg Shortage Ahead? 


Mention icebergs and most people's minds 
fmmediately turn to thoughts of danger, to 
recollections of the Titanic sinking beneath 
the sea with terrible loss of life, after crash~- 
ing into one of those huge, frozen masses in 
the North Atlantic. Such images begin in 
elementary school when children learn about 
patrols that chart the number and paths of 
floating icebergs to warn ships and prevent - 
repetition of a Titanic disaster. 

But m a world where population, living 
standards, and raw material needs are ris- 
tng. the pressure on resources grows inces- 
santly. Yesterday's useless or even harm-~ 
ful material becomes today’s — or to- 
morrow’s —essential source of human re- 
quirements. 

So it ts now with icebergs, which are being 


eyed more and more 85 a relatively cheap . 


source of water for desert and semi-desert 
areas. Several years ago, Dr, John Isaacs of 
the Scripps Institute of Oceanography sug- 
gested towing icebergs to southern Califor- 
nia from Antarctica and using the melted 


water from this source to supply the rapidly -. 


rising needs of Los Angeles, San Diego and 
neighboring communities. 

Now Saudi Arabla has commissioned 2 
study to investigate the practicality of tow- 
ing 85-million-ton Antarctic icebergs 5,000 
miies to the vicinity of the Saud! port of 
Jiddah where the Ice would be melted for 
drinking water and for irrigation.

areas so that drilling can be done for the .. 


oll and gas believed to Ne under the icebergs.’ 

No doubt the first icebergs to be moved 
long distances in order to water the deserts 
and to nourish the humans living there will 
be considered exotic, even bizarre, experi- 


ments, But if these experiments succeed, it - 


will soon be realized that vast quantities of 
valuable water are frozen in the icebergs and 
major economic and legal questions will 
quickly arise. Who owns the icebergs float- 
ing in the Arctic and the Antarctic? How 
much should their owners, if any, be paid 
per million tons of ice? And sooner or later 
some imaginative economist will publish a 
projection forecasting an iceberg shortage 
by the year 2050 or 2075, the signal perhaps 
for the nations owning icebergs to get to- 
gether in 8. cartel to impose the highest pos- 
sible iceberg price they can extort from the 
rest of the world, 

To anyone who thinks these prospects are 
fantastic, we suggest casting the mind back 
8 few years ago to the days when everyone 
assumed that there were an infinite number 
of fish in the sea, and « shortage of fish 
seemed 85 unlikely then as a shortage of 
icebergs does now.

Burns Vows 
To Work With 


Carter Team 


But Notes That Fed 
Is Independent Unit 


By Hobart Rowen 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (WP). 
—Federal Reserve Board chair- 
man Arthur Burns pledged today 
to “work cooperatively” with the 
Carter administration, suggesting 
at the same time that the inde 
pendent central bank was not 
giving the White House a blank 
check. 

The Federal Reserve, Mr. Burns 
told the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee, “has a responsibility under 
Jaw and to our conscience to 
bring independent judgment to 
bear on the difficult questions we 
deal with.” 

In a wide-ranging testimonr on 
the economy, Mr. Burns also 
warned that “traditional policies 
of economic stimulation might 
(now) well be counterproductive.” 

President-elect Jimmy Carter 
has said that a tax cut—one such 
traditional way of boosting eco- 
nomic activity—will be seriously 
considered if the current eco- 
nomic pause continues. 

Mr. Burns's term as chaimnan 
of the Fed expires in Februart, 
1978, or 13 months after Mr, Car- 
ter is due to take the oath af 
office as president. During the 
campaign, Mr. Carter sald he 
favored legislation that would 
make the term of the Fed chair- 
man “co-terminus" with that of 
the president. 


Intends to Stay 


In such 8 case, a new president 
could name his own chairman 
right away. But Mr. Burns has 
indicated privately that he in- 
tends to serve out his term, and 
Mr. Carter has never intimated 
he would pressure Mr, Burns το 
resign. 

Mr. Burns is highly regarded in 
business and financial circles here 
and abroad. The Carter transi- 
tion team knows that a smooth 
working arrangement with : Ar, 
Bums would reassure the finan- 
cial world, which is not certain 
how Mr. Carter will proceed in 
other policy areas. 

Mr, Burns gave a generally op- 
timistic appraisal of U.S. eco- 
nomic prospects. forecasting a 
pickup in activity in the near fu-" 
ture. 

He announced a slight reduc- 
tion in the target range for the 
basic money supply for the rear 
ending Sept. 30. 1977. to 4.6 lo 
65 per cent. That represents a 
0.5-point reduction in the upper 
limit. of the former 4.5 to 7-per- 
cent range.

“these inew! targets are rot set 
in conerete.” and that if -the 
economy needed more monetary 
sdmulvs, the monetary goals 
would be changed. 

Mr, Burns took note of the fact 
that the unemployment rate has 
risen recently. as an accompxini- 
ment to an economic pause since 
last spring. “There is a clear 
need for expansion in the econ- 
omies of both the industrialized 
ana the developmg nations.” he 
said. 

But echoing the consensus view 
at the International Mouetary 
Pund annual ‘meeting in Manila 
last month, Mr. Burns warued 
thas stinulating demand would 
intensify fears of inflation “and 
the seeds of another recession 
would be sown.” 

Having ruled out the “tadi- 
tional”- ways of stimulating - an 
economic expansion. Mr. Burns 
said that the best way to return 
ἴο full employment is through 
certain “structural changes in 
our economy.” 

Among the ones: he suggested 
are an overhaul of tax policies 
to stimulate capital investment, 
and the removal of restrwints of 
trade and other legal impedi- 
Ments to competition that tend 
to boost prices and wages. 


EEC Asks Japan to Extend 
Controls on Steel Exports 


BRUSSELS, Noy. 11 ‘AP-DJ).—

Commission officials would not 
comment on the first round of 
talks, but sources said the EEC 
presented the Japanese negotia- 
tors with three major proposals. 

e That Japan should extend 
its 1976 export restraints to the 
EEC market into 1977. holding 
exports at least to this year's level 
of 1.22 milion metric tons: 

® That Japan should undertake 
not to dump its steel products on 
other European markets, such as 
Sweden, Switzerland, Spain, Aus- 
tria and Portugal, where EEC 
makers have traditionally sold 
their rolied products: 

Φ And that Japanese steel pro- 
ducers should adjust their prices 
in such fashion as to avoid under- 
cutting EEC producers. not only 
on community markets but also 
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on those markets traditionallr 
considered their own by EEC 
producers. 

The EEC is also understood to 
be seeking some control orer ship- 
ments of small Japanese steel 
producers to the EEC and neigh- 
boring markets. These small 
producers are not included in the 
export self-restrictions to which 
Japan's six major steel producers 
agreed for 1976. 

The EEC has been campaigning 
against sharply increasing Japa- 
nese steel shipments to the com- 
munity and neighboring mar- 
kets. Community officials have 
made veiled threats that the EEC 
may have to protect itself if Japa- 
nese shipments continued at the 
current pace. 

Stee] industries in several EXC 
member states. especially West 
Germauy. Belgium. France and 
Britain, claim they are being hurt 
by Japanese exports. 

Industry officials say that im- 
ported Japanese stee) selling at 
low prices is aggravating the EEC 
steel industry's problems marked 
by slower order inflows and npro- 
duction declines in recent months.

Misquote

SEW Y¥ORK—Herc is 2 dis- 
ἣν agreeable letter from Mrs. 
'T.L. of Plogmere, Pa. “Dear Mr. 
Big-Shoi Enow-Ii-All,” she be- 
gins. “How come we gentile read- 
ers still pave no explanation of 
Jour thundering mistake in fore- 
casting the late nolamented elec- 
tdon? I refer to . 
your column of - 
Nov. 2, 1975, in 
which you predict 
-—I have it right 
here in black and 
white—that the + 
Republicans would 
run Treasury Sec- 
rélary William Si 
men for president 
and the Demo- _ 
erats would run 
Morris Udall, and 
that Udall would be elected. If 
this idiotic prediction had turned 
out to be right. I be, sou would 
already have %ritten six columns 
congratulating rourself on your 
wisdom. As things turned out, 
you now have a splendid pretext 
for confessing publicly to your 
stupidity. I daresay, however, 
thet like most of your ilk. you 
wilt discreetly ignore the oppor- 
tunity.” 

Mrs. T.L.'s testy attitude re- 
flects a commen public misun- 
derstanding about political ex- 
pert. I have never known a 
political expert who was loath 
to acknowledge error, When I 
am wrong—and I was wrong once 
~I come night out and say so. 

I said so in 1946 after I had 
wrongly predicted a Republican 
defeat in the congressional elec- 
tions. Even though I was only i1 
Years old aod had never before 
done political-expert work, I did 
net try to hide behind youth and 
inexperience. I came right out 
and said. “This political expert 
was wrong.” Unfortunately, be~ 
cause of my youth, inexperience 
and lack of union card, no news- 
paper would publish this confes- 
sion, and since I have not been 
wrong since, I have had no chance 
to demonstrate the modesty with 
which I bear my political ex- 
pertise. 

“But Mrs. T. L.'s letter!" some~ 
One will say, “Mrs. T.L. says you 
predicted 9 Simon-Udall cam- 
psaign followed by a President 
Udall. Has Mrs, T.L. distorted 
the facts of that ancient column?” 

Let me say this: I hare reread 
the column Mrs, T.L. cites. Only 
the most superficial reader could 
possibly conclude that I was pre- 
dicting a Simon-Udali race. All 
I wrote was: “I am now putting 
my bets...on William Simon, Re- 
publican, and Morris Udall, Dem- 
ocrat, with Udall to tske the 
final.” 

It is perfectiy clear from this

what I was doing at the time. T 
was misquoting myself, And de- 
liberately. 

Why? Why would a perspica- 
cious political expert with a news- 
paper column of his very own 
deliberately misquote his own 
forecast of the campaign? 

Dear Readez, let me answer the 
question with a question. Dull 
though the campaign was, would 
it not have been 10 times as dull 
if, on Nov. 2, 1975, one full year 
before Election Day, I had reveaj- 
ed that it was going to be a Ford- 
Carter year? 

Tf everybody had known this as 
early as last November, when this 
political expert first realized it, 
we might have had nobody δὲ all 
with sufficient spirit left to vote 
by Election Day. One owed it to 


‘his nation—nay, to the very sur- 


vival of Western democracy—not 
to be too explicit in that early 
forecast. And 30, I misquoted my- 
self, Simon and Udall, I said, 
misquoting myself. 

I anticipate some lintpicker, 
Some captious caviler, some bud- 
ding prosecutor of the Hamilton 
Burger mode leaping up with a 
ery, “Aha, weaseler! Just because 
you didn't want to give your se- 
eret away Was No reason to pre- 
dict two wrong guys. Instead of 
deceiving everybody, you could 
have skipped the predicting and 
written about crabgrass!” 

‘This of course is precisely what 
Ro respectable political expert 
could have done. The cohmmn was 
for Nov. 2, 1975, one year to the 
day before the election, To write 
on such a day about crabgrass, 
unpaid bills, his dogs, his ¢hil- 
dren, or any other erutecn to the 
columnist’s survival would dis- 
qualify the author for further 
political commentary. 

Moreover, I saw 8. splendid op- 
portunity to spread a little genu- 
ine political wisdom. Observe: I 
would predict the outcome of the 
campaign wrongly, deliberately 
concealing what I knew about the 
inevitability of Ford and Carter, 
My wrong prediction would delib- 
erately be made so ridiculously 
wrong (Simon and Udall, for 
heaven's sake; no child would 
have taken it seriously) that 2

‘These naive letters would pro- 
vide the text wherewith to teach 
their foolish authors an impor- 
tant lesson about politics.
